a bullet wound in the right tem- 
ple inflicted Monday night at 
his home, and A. G. Maynard, 
31, driver of a Decatur fire 
truck, is being held without 
bond while police of the sub- 
urban city investigate the 
tragedy believed to have been 
the outgrowth of a romance 
between Maynard and Oakes’ 
daughter to which her parents 
objected. 

While Chief of Police M. B. 
Googer advanced the theory 
that the bullet wound was in- 
flicted through accident, he an- 
nounced that he was not in pos- 
session of the full facts in the 
case and that he would hold 
Maynard until the affair was 


cleared up. 

Members of jthe family said that 
=. ard had been going with Miss 
Ruth Oakes, daughter of the dead 
man, at various intervals for the 
past two years, and that only re- 
cently the courtship was resumed 
over protest of the father. Several 
’ days ago, it was added, Maynard 


posted bans to obtain a license to 
marry Miss Oakes. 
Finds Two Together. 

The father, who conducts a 
transfer business, went to his home 
early Monday night and found 
Maynard and his daughter seated in 
the front room, it was said. Just 
what transpired between the trio 
was Shrouded in mystery Monday 
night, but it appears that a quarrel 
dccurred. 

Three shots were fired in the house. 
one taking effect in a piano ond two 
going through the ceiling. Both May- 
nard and Oakes ran out of the house 
and into the driveway. where two more 
shots were fired and Oakes was found 
dead a few moments later. A _ pistol, 
said to be the property of Oakes. was 
found in the driveway near the body, 
and five empty cartridges were said to 
have been found in the cylinder. 

Placed under arrest, Maynard de- 
clined to discuss the matter with news- 
papermen, and Miss Ruth Oakes could 
not be located for a statement. Mrs. 
Sula Oakes, wife of the dead man, was 
i an hysterical condition and was 
under care of physicians. Other mem- 
bers of the family were uncommuni- 
cative about the affair. 

Chief of Police Googer announced 
that a coroner's inquest will be held 
today over the body.

GOTTON GROWER 
INDORSE MEASURE 
TO AID FARMERS 


Southern Delegation Will 

Appear Before House 
Committee To Support 
Bill Today. 


Washington, April 5.—(?)—Agricul- 
tural leaders of the middle west and 
the south united today in an effort to 
get congressioral action on the corn 
belt farm relief bill. 

The measure, designed to stabilize 
surplus crop prices by, levying an 
equalization fee on basic commodities, 
was indorsed before the senate agri- 
culture committee by C. L. Stayley, 
general manager of the Oklahoma Cot- 
ton Growers’ association, representing 
a delegation of cotton growers from 
ten states which has been conferring 
in Washington, 

Exempt Three Years. 

He suggested, however, several 
amendments, which Frank W. Mur- 
nhy, of the American council of agri- 
culture and one of the bill’s sponsors, 
agreed to on behalf of the middle 
western group. These would add corn 
as an assessable product, but both 
corn and cotton would be exempt from 
the fee for three years. The fee wouid 
be levied on wheat, hogs and cattle as 
soon as the proposed federal farm 
board considered desirable. 

Mr. Murphy predicted the agreement 
with the southern delegation would 
furnish the impetus necessary to pass 
the bill with southern members of con- 
gress getting behind the cotton coop- 


legislation. 

T he cotton group represents growers 
in Tennessee, Georgia, Oklahoma, 
North Carolina, Sonth Carolina, Ar- 
kansas, Alabama, J.ouisiana, Texas 
and Missouri. 

Stewart Is Heard. 

The house committee set aside the 
corn belt bill today to hear Charles I.. 
Stewart, of the University of Illinois, 
explain the McKinley-Adkins bill to 
pay exporters of agricultural products 
bounties in the form of debentures 
good for import duties on anything. 
The committee probably will hear the 
cotton men tomorrow. 

The bill as indorsed by Stavley 
differs from the house bill in that 
it provides that the equalization fee 
may be collected either from the pro- 
ducer or the processor, while in the 
bill before the house committee onlv 
the latter method of collection is 
provided, 

It is also provided in the amend- 
ments suggested to the senate com- 
mittee that a revolving fund of $250,- 
000,000 be made available to promote 
the orderly marketing of cern and 
cotton during the interim of three 
years before the equalization fee pro- 
vision of the bill shall be effective with 
respect to them.

ONE VOTE AGAINST 
COUNCIL MEASURE 


Funds to Come From 
Moneys Formerly Speci- 
fied for Theater and Na- 
tional Advertising. 


Ignoring failure of the city council 
finance committee to provide funds for 
operation of an ordinance providing 
for increase of wages of semi-skilled 
employees of the city to a $100 month- 
ly minimum, council Monday after- 
noon, with but one dissenting vote, 
passed another and a more specific 
resolution carrying the same _ pro- 
visions, 

Council then adopted a_ resolution 

by Councilman Tom C. Morris, of the 
fifth ward, to use for paying wages 
such funds as are needed of the $35,- 
000 appropriated recently to construct 
an open-air theater at Piedmont park 
and $24,000 specified formerly for the 
Advertise Atlanta campaign. 
. About 200: employees of the city 
are affected by the paper, and the jn- 
crease will amount to approximately 
$39,000 annually. 

This measure will go now to the 
aldermanie board Thursday and .then 
it will be up to Mayor Walter A. 
Sims for signature. It is considered 
certain that the mayor will approve 
the proposal as he signed the original 
bill, and advocates Monday night de- 
clared that it will pass the aldermanic 
board without a dissenting vote. 

Many Will Benefit. 

Sponsors of the resolution providing 

for the raise in pay declared that the 


exact number to get the pay hike will 
be determined by heads of § depart- 
ments. The resolution carried with it 
'a provision that clerks, bill deliverers, 
/meter men, notice and cut-off ren, 
stenographers, draughtsmen, tappers, 
truck drivers, mechanics, teamsters, 
park hands or gardeners, Cyclorama 
men, watchmen, asphalt workers, side- 
walk workers, guards, crusher men, 
crane helpers, dairymen and firemen 
shall be given the advanced pay. 

At the last session of council a reso- 
lution calling for a blanket increase 
was passed, and Mayor Walter A. 
Sims sent a request to the finance 
committee at a meeting held last Wed- 
nesday to provide necessary funds to 
place it in operation. By a vote of 
5 to 4 the committee declined to pro- 
vide the funds as requested and decia- 
ed to ask council to reconsider its 
action. 

The measure Monday was _ intro- 
duced by Councilman Harry York, of 
the sixth ward, and carried with it the 
signature of 50 members of general 
council, 


Attacks Air Theater. 


Branding the proposal to _ vote 
$35,000 for the air project as an at- 
tempt to use city funds to establish 
a shadow show at Piedmont park, 
which he successfully enjoined in Ful- 
ton superior court several weeks ago, 
Councilman Morris asked council to 
use this money to pay city employees 
a “living wage.” He also embodied in 
his paper a request that the $24,000 
advertising fund, which also was in- 
cluded in the injunction fight and 
which the courts ruled as illegal, be 
used for this purpose. He later limited 
his resolution to ask for only as much 
of the money as “is actually. needed to 
place the wage increase in effect.” 

“The finance committee has told us 
it is unable to find the funds to allow 
the raise,” Mr. Morris said. “I have 
a plan.” He then put forward his sug-

Washington, April 5.—Although he 

was summoned as the star witness of 
the wets in the first session of the 
senate prohibition investigation, Lin- 
coln C. Andrews, assistant secretary 
of the treasury and the director gen- 
eral of enforcement, gave little aid 
or comfort to the enemies of the Yol- 
stead act. 

He will take the stand again Tues- 
day when the wets will make further 
efforts to extract an indictment of 
prohibition from him, 

Senator Bruce, Maryland, wet dem- 
ocrat, opened the hearings with an 
impassioned restatement of the case 
against prohibition. He stated with.a 
little more eloquence the criticisms 
of federal prohibition that have been 
heard in congress almost daily this 
session, 

Wet representative at the hearing 
were disappointed with the testimony 
forced out of Andrews. There was 
some feeling among the wets that 
more aggressive questioning may 
bring forth the desired criticisms. It 
is possible that the wet counsel, Jul- 
ian Codman, of Boston, may give way 
temporarily, at least, to Captain Wil- 
liam H. Stayton, head of the Associa- 
tion Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment, in questioning important wit- 
nesses, 

No Formal Comment. 

Neither wets nor drys would make 
formal comment on the day’s proceed- 
ings. 

“It was the same old stuff,” 
one important dry representative. 

“Senator Bruce made a great argu- 
ment against prohibition,” said one of 
the wet representatives. 

Only one casualty was discovered 
on the field aftegward. Photographers 
had delayed the opening of the hear- 
ings and had just been ordered by 
Chairman Means to desist when thes 
discovered Wayne B. Wheeler, gen- 
eral counsel of the Anti-Saloon league, 
sitting in the front row umong the 
spectators. They had photographed a 
group of wets with the committee and 
asked Means to pose with Wheeler. 

“No, we're’ through,” Means 
snapped. “Take him out in the hall 
if you want his picture.’ Wheeler, 
who meanwhile had advanced expect- 
antly toward the committee table, re- 
tired-in confusion. 

Reed Urges Speed.

CHAPMAN DEFIANT 
AS HE PRESENTS: 
PLEA FOR MERCY 


Scores Prosecutor Before 
Pardons Board—“Not 
Afraid to Die,” He Says 
As Plead Is Denied.

Wethersfield State Prison, Conn., 
April 5.—“I am not afraid to die!” 

With death by hanging but a few 
hours away, Gerald Chapman, who 
once was a “super-bandit,” but tonight 
had become only a lonesome little man 
in prison, with grey eyes that seemed 
to be looking into eternity, spoke these 
last words before his counsel left him 
to make ready for the end. 

His last hope of escapigg the gro- 
tesque death which awaifed him on 
the morrow, vanished when his per- 
sonal appeal to the Connectic t state 
board of pardons was denied. 

It was in his carefully segregated 
cell on the second floor of the prison 
hospital that Chapman was informed 
of the board’s decision, and the tact 
that he must hang for the murder of 
Patrolman James Skelly, eighteen 
months ago. 

A fading twilight shone through bere 
narrow barred window of the cell, 
Judge Frederick Groehl, who jad rete 
an ‘unprecedented number of appeals 
on the bandit’s behalf, went to the 
cell door with tears streaming down 
his cheeks and broke the news to 
Chapman. 

Takes News Coolly. 

The condemned man did not flinch. 
The perspiration stood out on his 
pale, high forehead, the forehead of 
a scholar behind which lurked the 
crafty brain of the outlaw, and he 
mopped at his face with a white hand- 
kercuief for a second.

Just as when he stood before the 
board of pardons this afternoon in 
a room crowded with newspapermen 
and witnesses and vibrant with a 
strange emotion of excitement which 
the calm, unemotional bandit seemed 
to create, Chapman was rather the 
aloof scholar, studying his case ab- 
stractly, than a man who in a few 
hours was to be hanged. He seemed 
to view the imnatter impersonally. 
When he touched upon his feelings 
it was only to say. 

“IT am not afraid to die.” 

Within the death house prepara- 
tions were concluded to make certain 
that Chapman would die at 
scheduled time. 

As the hands of the Wethersfield 
prison clock crept towards the hour 
of midnight Chapman turned his back 
indifferently upon the world and lay 
on his cot.in the death cell, smoking 
and talki with his spiritual ad- 
viser.

reach the ears of the four guards who 
sat just outside the high-barred cell, 
keeping the death watch. Nor did 
Chapman *y so much as a word grati- 
fy the curiosity his amazing career 
Pproused. He left no will, he proffered 
“no last statement, but prepared to 
_warry the secrets to which he alone 
knew the answer to the grave. He 
did not reveal the hiding piace of his 
thousands of stolen loot. 

Prison officials marvelled at the 


man. 

“The most extraordinary prisoner 
we ever saw,” they agreed as the ban- 
dit calmly ate a heavy meal of pork 
chops, potatoes, cake, prunes, bread, 
butter. coffee and milk as if he felt 
no qualm about the rapidly approach- 
ing hour of execution. 

Visited by Priest. 

Father Michael Patrick Barry, 
Catholic chaplaira, alone visited the 
condemned outlaw during the evening, 
entering the death cell at 8:15 o'clock. 
The counsel who had toiled so long 
and unavajjingly fo help Chapman 
escape the noose were not allowed to 
see him, Nor did Chapman care. He 
was resigned to his fate and was the 
ealmest man of all those who had to 
deal with the grisly business of hang- 
ing him by the ueck until be was 
dead. 

No relative or close friend ever 
ealled to visit Chapman or even wrote 
to him. Of the bushel of letters re- 
ceived for the bandit, 90 per cent 
were religious tracts. 

(Chapman himself read fiction during 
his last day, as well as_ scientific 
hooks. and showed a considerable apti- 
tude for book reviewing. 


Longest Fight. 


Probably no condemned man ever 
before had such a long-drawn-out and 
unavailing fight made on his behalf. 
(Chapman suffered not only the sus- 
pense of waiting for the day of execu- 
tion, but the constant torture of hope 
deferred. 

The bandit’s counsel was persistent 
rather than skillful. When Chapman 
made his last dramatic appearance be- 
fore the pardons board Monday, a 
slender, rather diminutive man with 
n personality which dominated the 
gathering, it was plain that he pos- 
sessed a keener mind and a better 
grasp of the situation than the men 
who pleaded in his behalf. 

Yet there was a certain resignation 
when the bandit rose to speak on his 
own behalf. He seemed to agree with 
the general impression that he was 
doomed. And like a cornered rat, 
rather than resorting to a sensation- 
al plea for mercy, he struck savage- 
ly at his prosecutor, State Attorney 
Alcorn. 

With academic precision ue reviewed 
eertain phases of his trial while the 
board of pardons, composed of Gover- 


nor John Trumbull and five dignified, 
solemn business-like men, gazed in 


amazement at this man who once was 
called “prince of bandits,” and who 
had been declared by the state at- 
torney to be too dangerous to live, 
even behind the thickest prison walls. 

This slight figure in prison gray, 
well-shaped head flung back, long, 
slender hands toying with a handker- 
chief, looked anything but the dread 
killer and bandit he was declared to 
be. At the very end, with his last 
chance fading, Chapman chose to 
deliver a studied, caustic, witty ad- 
dress upon the sins of commission of 
the prosecution, rather than to throw 
himself upon the mercy of the board 
of pardons, which had only mercy 
to grant. 

Asks for Justice. 


Chapman, by the very nature of his 
appeal, probably helped condemn him- 
self to his éarly death. 


“T am here asking not mercy, but 
justice,” were the bandit’s last words 
to the board. 

And the board was convinced that 
on the score of justice Chapman had 
received his full measure. 

When he turned away from the 
boardroom to be led back to his cell 
to await the verdict, the outlaw made 
one last gesture of his contempt for 
the n who were condemning him. 
He nodded his head and smiled a iit- 
tle smile which twisted his pallid 
countenance for an instant, and bow- 
ed to R. Nelson Hickman, who had 
come from New York in the hope of 
appearing as a witness in Chapman’s 
behalf. 

*Good-bye’—the unspoken’ words 
were apparent on the bandit’s pallid 
lips as he passed through the door 
into the prison proper without. a 
further sign of recognition to anyone. 


Last Public Appearance. 


The meeting of the board of par- 
dons, which was called by Governor 
‘Trumbull to permit Chapman one last 
personal appeal, furnished the back- 
ground for the outlaw’s last appear- 
ance in what might be called public. 

For the session, which began at 10 
o'clock Monday morning, was, in ef- 
fect, public. Anyone professing con- 
nection with a newspaper walked un- 
questioned into the boardroom. Tire 
were fifty persons gathered when the 
meeting was called to order. 

Governor Trumbull had declared 
emphatically that Chapman would not 
be present. He admitted he feared an 
accident. Yet when Judge Groehl rose 
at the opening of the hearing and 
pointed out the absence of the prisoner 
and asked for his appearance, the gov- 
ernor, as chairman of the board, spoke 
one word: 

“Granted.” 

There was a tense ten-minute wait. 
Then the bandit, a surprisingly small 
man for his reputation, appeared and 
bowed to the court. He .was not 
shackled of handcuffed, nor did his 
guards press closely upon him, but, 
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offering him 2 chair, seated themselves | 


a few feet behind him. 
Then ensued a few long hours of 
argument, first by Judge Groehl, then 


by State Attorney Alcorn, with Chap- 
man deep in thought, making occa- 
sional notes. : 
Finally, shortly before 2 o'clock, 
Governor Trumbull said: 
“We will hear the prisoner.” 


Chapman Takes Stand. 


Chapman's pale cheeks were flushed 
at the peak of prominent cheekbones 
as he lifted himself rather wearily 
from his chair and began to talk. 

At first he spoke so softly that he 
could scarcely be heard. He began: 

“I don’t know if I can control my 
voice so that you can understand me. 
It is all of two years since I have used 
my voice, 

“I did not come prepared this morn- 
ing to say anything more. Groehl has 
told you it all. It was only at Judge 
Groehl’s request that I came befo-e 
you, because I have acquired a sense 
of the futility of the whole proceed- 
ings. 

“You must excuse my not being able 
to speak. I did not think that [ 
could project my voice out of solitary 
confinement so it could be heard at 
any great distance. 

“If vou ever have been confronted 
by a lie so monstrous that you have 
not the sensibility to protest, yoa 


know that it has the effect of being 


stupefying. 

“IT do not know anything of the 
legal aspects of this business and I 
can-only appeal on the human side. 
I thought I would go over what has 
transpired since the day of my arrest 
at Muncie. I also might recite some 
of the marvelous side-steppings of the 
supreme court. It isn’t very polite 
to speak so slightingly of the supreme 
court, I know. But I don’t have to 
use any of those hypocritical phrases 
in speaking of the court. 

Life in Atlanta Prison. 

“When I was taken to Atlanta 1 
was immediately put in solitary con- 
finement. I was put in a punisb- 
ment cell and given nothing but bread 
and water. No mail, no newspapers 
were given to me. *As a result of 
this treatment my health was so en- 
dangered I had to go to a hospital. 
I remained there perhaps two weeks 
or so. ¥ 

“From the time I arrived at the po- 
lice. station in Muneie these was not 
one word spoken of Connecticut ex- 
cept by one postal inspecter. who, 
speaking as though he were fooling, 
asked if I wanted to go there. 

“Well, so I told him that it was 
perfectly all right with me to go to 
Connecticut, if I -got commutation 
first, because I had nothing to fear. 
I had seen some other cases where I 
had been accused of shooting police- 
men. Well, they came out all] right, 
and so because of that I put this 
case “in that class. 

“One day—a day or,two afterwards 
—I was taken out of my cell. 

“Not one word was there from the 
warden. At the end of ten minutes 
I was on my way to Connecticut—at 
least I thought so. 

“Prison” Sense of Humor. 


“In one of the rulings in the courts 
it was said that I made no protest. 
Well, that is one that appeals to my 
‘prison’ sense of - humor. None of 
you can know what that is. I can 
say that it is compounded from a 
sense of futility and knowing that 
whatever is to be issuing from au- 
thorities will be. That is sufficient. 

“Another thing that appealed to my 
sense of ‘prison’ humor was when ! 
was brought into the court in Hart- 
ford, shackled and bound and when a 
plea of not guilty was entered for me, 
[ was asked by Mr. Alcorn if I would 
submit to the jurisdiction of the court 
You see the humor of that, of course. 

“Well, vou have to understand the 
state of mind haze out of which my 
logic issues to get that, to understand 
my queer phrasings. If I were half 
the actor that Mr. Alcorn is I miglt 
convince you by a buzz and references 
to past performances. Most of Mr. 
Alecorn’s arguments have been prophe- 
cies of the future. 

“Well,” Chapman folded his arms 
and looked defiantly down the counsel 
table at Mr. Alcorn, “I suppose those 
are ethical to his mind, possibly legal 
to yours, but humanly I think they 
are pretty rotten. 


Assails Shean. 


“There is ageertain disadvantage in 
dealing always in the legal manner, 
certain little human essential: that are 
left out. One of the busiest men dur- 
ing the course of the trial was Arthur 
Shean. Now there was a woman wit- 
ness at the trial who gave much tes- 
timony. She did not realize that Ar- 
thur Shean was a brother of Walter 
Shean. This fellow here (pointing at 
John A. Kelleber, a deputy sheriff dur- 
ing the trial) sat by the witnesses and 
every once in a while Shean would 
come up and poke his head over the 
shoulder of a witness and talk volubly. 
[ don’t suppose this woman witness 
that I mentioned knew who Shean was 
when she spoke to him. And at the 
next session of the trial there is the 
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same thing, with another witness talk- 


ing to Shean. The different witnesses 
were instructed in- that wise. Prob- 
ably the witnesses never knew that 
this person was Arthur Shean. 

“Well, that sort of thing is not 
lecal. Of course I am not versed on 
legal points; I know that a man can 
walk upright and speak things gov- 
ernmental and patriotic and yet all 
the time act as if no such thing as 
conscience existed. 

Opportunity Is Seen. 


“Mr. Alcorn believed me innocent 
when the murder came out. When it 
was discovered that this Lincoln car 
belonged to me, according to the press 
reports; that is—here they thought, 
were two opportunities—well, you 
might call it something that was dis- 
torted into opportunities. They said 
here is a notorious character who de- 
serves to be killed anyhow. Well, 
don’t intend to go into details -on 
that, you can see the workings of 
their minds on that. But that was 
one of the most contemptible things 
I know of. it seems to me. I- must 
speak of the last Muncie business, 
My mind is not orderly. 1 am afraid 
[ get involved. 

“Of course, J] was up in a cell 
when these Jatest difficulties came up 
in Muncie. I was so closely confined 
I was not even bothered with mos- 
quitoes, yet it is Mr. Alcorn’s argu- 
ment that I sbould bear the moral 
responsibility for that.” 


(Chapman was referring here to 
the shooting of Benjamin Hance.) 

“T have never done anything in my 
life that I would have been so 
ashamed of as that; -yet it is legal. 
Of course, I would not expect Mr. 
Aleorn to go out and hunt up detajls 
that would disprove that. 

Denies Having Car. 

“Well, it is perhaps not proper for 
me to go over the case, but it is most 
certain that things were not intro- 
duced from my standpoint. On that 
Saturday that Mr. Alcorn says that I 
wag in Springfield and asks why I 
did not go over to Holyoke in my car, 
it was because Mr. Shean had the car 
that I didn’t. The truth of the fact 
lies between a furniture store man 
in Holyoke who sometimes took the 
ear and Shegn who was in possession 
of the car that afternoon. 


“Any man who would be capable 
of shooting the Hances would be ca- 
pable of anything. About the burning 
of that Steubenville garage, I did not 
even see the papers. I was so safely 
put away. You can imagine how re 
sponsible I was of that. 

‘These arguments are unanswera- 
ble just as anything we can’t grasp 
is unanswerable. So I can’t employ 
impassioned denial. There are things 
that are too rotten said—’’ 


At this point Assistant District At- | 
his seat beside Prosecutor Alcorn and 
spoke heatedly in defense of his col- 
league.

“T suppose I can end by saying that 
I did not appear here asking mercy, 
because there has been no offense. , 
But I hoped that I might get the op-!

achieve—E should have said expected | 
to achieve—that end. So it was in} 
that light that I came—seeking jus- | 
tice. And I think that is all there is/ 
to say.’’

The hands clenched fiercely. Then 
unbent. 

But the warden was mercifully’ 
quick. Only a few ticks of a watch 
in the hands of George H. Bradley, 
the youthful parole agent, keeping the 
official time, beat down the silence. 
In fact, onlx 15 seconds elapsed be- 
tween the entrance and the springing 
of the trap. 

MACHINERY CREAKS 
ROPE SPRINGS TAUT. 

The Henry Scott, the gray-haired, 
grim-faced warden and the actual 
executioner under the laws of Con- 
necticut, stepped on the lever in the 
corner, across the room from the 
seated spectators—and the machinery 
creaked. 

The rope, attached to the released 
hidden 300-pound counterweight, 
whirred through the pulley on the 
rafter at the top of the 35-foot ceil- 
ing.

Gerald Chapman lay dead in his 
casket before they removed the hood 
and rope. 

The guard knelt beside the basket, 
working with the rope. At last it was 
free. 

They removed it and it swung idle, 
unnoticed. Its work was done. 
WHITE SHEET PLACED 
ACROSS BANDIT’S FACE. 

Then the hood watslipped off, but 
the guards were waiting with a white 
sheet. Quickly they placed it across 
the face, so that none might see 
whether or not those features had 
been distorted in the agony of death. 

The undertaker’s men, lke the 
guards, worked fast and well. In a 
few seconds, the wicker lid was on 
the basket and they had lifted it to 
their shoulders. . 

Less than 15 minutes after he ha 
walked into the death chamber, with 
his even, sure stride, the lifeless hody 
of Gerald Chapman was carried from 
the room. 

The law was satisfied. ° 

It was all over. 

Pass Out Same Door. 

The youthful Bradley, to whom ex- 
ecutions are an old story, nodded a 
signal to the 15 newspapermen pres- 
ent. They rose, still in utter silence 
and passed through the same door. 
out of which Chapman's body had 
been carried. 

And no word was said as_ they 
trudged back through the long series 
of alley-ways and corridors, down the 
stairways and up them, through the 
clanging steel doors—back to the room 
where the telegraph operators waited 
to flash the news that Chapman was 
dead to a waiting world. 

No word was said; except for the 
whisper of one of them; the most self- 
possessed on entrance, who trudged 
back, whispering over and over: 

“My God! My God!’ 

It was his first execution. 

Silence Reigns in Prison. 

There was silence throughout the 
prison. From one cell a half-hidden, 
gray face peered out and the eyes 
rolled: convulsively, The passing of 
the little procession told its own story. 
The job was done. 

And so the little group came back. 

The witnesses consisted of Warden 
Scott, Deputy Warden George Starr, 
the needed guards, the two physicians,

They were 
not permitted to visit him after they 
left his cell at 6 o’clock the night 
before, but they waited, with half a 
hundred newspapermen in the board 
of pardons rvom where the dead man 
had made the most spectacular and 
dramatic appearance of his checkered 
career, only twelve hours before. 

There he had asked for the mercy 
that was denied him. 

No Sign of Confession. 

There was no indication that he had 
sought from his Creator the mercy 
which he had asked of the board of 
pardons. Though a priest accompanied 
him to the death chamber, no crucifix 
was in evidence and Father Barry 
did not repeat any prayers after en- 
tering the room. This seemed to in- 
dicate that Chapman had not received 
the last rites of the church, though 
his rea] state of mind is undoubtedly 
a secret of the confessional.

Former Senator Urges 


Board Reorganization 
On Business-Like Basis 


Editor Censtitution: The Georgia 
state highway department is the big- 
gest business organization in the state 
government. Nearly one-half of the 
state revenues are expended by the de- 
partment. This being true, the depart- 
meat should be organized and oper- 
ated on. strict business principles. 
There is much eriticism, because it is 
said there is too much politics in the 
department. There are only three 
members of the present state highway 
board. A large majority of people in 
all parts of the state feel that their 
section should have representation 
upon the board, so ghat their inter- 
ests may be more adequately represent- 
ed in its councils. The members. of 
no private business corporation with 
three million stockholders, living over 
a Jarge territory, ia all of which ter- 
ritory the corporation did business, 
would feel that their interests were 
adequately represented in a board of 
directors composed of only three mem- 
bers, where the board expended mil- 
lions of dollars of the stockholders’ 
money each year, and where the board 
could expend these millions in stich a 
way that some of the stockholders 
would benefit more than others. The 
state highway department. should be 
organized so that every section of the 
state-will have proper representation 
upon the board, and should also be 
rid of the bane of political influence, 
and operate upon strict business prin- 
ciples like a private corporation.

Washington, April 5.—(?)—Imme- 
diate revision of second class postal 
rates, preferably to the 1920 scale.

Elisha Hanson, representing the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ as- 
sociation, and George C, Lucas, rep- 
resenting the National Publishers’ as- 
sociation, American Publishers’ Con- 
ference of Trade and Farm papers, 
Southern Newspaper association and 
National Editorial association, both 
held that the present rates had di- 
verted a large portion of second class 
mail into other channels such as ex- 
press, freight or transportation by au- 
tomobile bus or truck. 

Mr. Hanson, contending that under 
the new rates the postoffice depart- 
ment was less efficient, due mainly to 
diminution of railroad service, said 
truck and bus facilities should be 
used to overcome the deficiency of

Washington, April 5.—(#)—There 
are good and wholly sufficient reasons 
why the treaty of Lausanne should

“Americans living and having inter- 
ests in Turkey are, so far as I know, 
all in favor of ratification, and urge 
speedy action,’’ wrote Senator Borah. 
“Our-religious, educational and busi- 
ness interests combine-in asking that 
the treaty be ratified. It does not 
seem to be either wise or in any 
sense justice upon the part of th gov- 
ernment to leave these interests and 
these people without treaty protec- 
tion, 

‘In your protest you say that we 
should not resume friendly relations 
with an ayowedly unrepentant and an- 
ti-Christian government. To refuse 
friendly relations with all peoples 
who reject Christianity is not only 
unthinkahle as a practical course for 
the government to pursue, but I had 
always supposed that the great object 
of Christianity in international af- 
fairs was to establish friendly rela- 
tions, not only with other Christian 
nations, but. with the anti-Christian 
nations, that they might be brought in 
touch with the teachings of Christian- 
ity and thereby induced to accept its 
benign precepts. 

“Can we be of any possible service 
to our own people in Turkey or can 
we hope to have any influence in 
shaping policies along humanitarian, 
or religious lines in that particular 
region of the world, if we break off all 
relationship and sustain no method or 
manner of ordinary communication?”

This opinion is the outcome of 
Firpo’s comparatively bad showing 
Saturday night at the Parque Romano 
in a 12-round bout with Eminio 
Spalla, the European heavyweight 
champion. Firpo obtained the decision, 
but failed to show any of his old-time 
mettle, Some critics regard Spalla as 
no netter than fourth-rate pugilists in 
the United States. 

Although the Argentine heavyweight 
had the better of 35 pounds over the 
Italian, the latter several times car- 
_ried the battle to him and the bell 
alone gave Firpo badly needed rest. In 
the sixth round Firpo, who for the 
first time in his career experimen 
with his left, punished Spalla about 
the body and head and had the Italian 
groggy. It seemed to those at the ring- 


side that he would not be able to 
weather the storm. Gamely, however, 
he stuck it out. 

Firpo took a lot of punishment. 
When the session ended he emerged 
from the ring with a beautiful black 
eye and a badly swollen nose, from 
which Spalla had drawn blood.

long roll and in spite of the fact that the course was a long one, it 
seemed certain there would be plenty of low scoring. 


The entry list was so large that 
it was necessary to divide the field 
into three sections for the qualifying 
rounds. The first section played on 
Monday and the second Tuesday, but 
on Wednesday there was a _ heavy 
downpour of rain throughout,the day, 
so it was decided to postpone the play 
of the third section until Thursday. 
This meant, of course, that the play- 
ers who qualified on Monday had to 
wait around until- Friday to start play 
in the actual championship test. No 
doubt it hurt the chances of some, 
though it could not well be helped. 

The promise of low scoring was ful- 
filled on the first aay of qualifying 
when Jock Hutchison brought in 
rounds of 67 and 68 for a total of 
130—by far the lowest total ever 
made in 36 holes of play in connec- 
tion with a national championship. I 
had a 69 on my second rowad, giving 
me 144. Seventy wasn’t broken in 
either the second or third qualifying 
sections, but it was made by several 
different players. 

But in the championship roper, 
when returns for the first day's play 
were al] in, John Black, atl Cali- 
fornia, a veteran at the game, and 
a player that few had expected to 
figure prominently, was found to be 
out in front. He had two fine rounds 
of 71 each and led Bill Mehlhorn by 
two strokes. Walter Hagen and Gene 

Sarazen, who had had a fine winter 
and early sprirag season down south, 
were tied for third at 145, and Bob- 
by Jones was fifth at 146. There 
were 10 or a dozen others close be- 
hind. I had 149 and was‘ hitting the 
ball well enough, except that 1 was 
not putting very well. 

At the finish of the third round, 
Jones and Mehlhorn had_ displaced 
Black as the leader, Bobby having 
carded a TO on his third start, the 
two having 216. Black was a stroke 
back, and right behind him were at 
least a half dozen, who might. still 
come through. As for myself, a 77 
on the third round practically finish- 
ed my chances. 

Finish Exciting. 

The finish was one of the very 
exciting kind, where all kinds of ru- 
mors and reports were flying about 
the course. An enormous crowd was 
on hand, aad in many cases the fair- 
ways were narrow and lined with 
woodland, so that some matches had 
a gallery all along the way on both 
sides, practically from tee to green. 
I was paired in this last round with 
Black, and when we finished the first 
nine I didn’t see how anybody was 
going to beat him out. He played that 
nine in 33 strokes, truly great golf. 
He started in with a 5, but got back 
to even 4's, and a 3 at the thirteenth. 
He had a & at the Jong fourteenth, 
but got the next two in 4's, and then 
the thing happened that cost him the 
championship. On the seventeenth 
tee he hooked into the woods on the 
left and the hole cost him a 6. 

Meantime, Jones was taking 36 to 


go out and Mehlhorn 38, but Sarazen, 


like Black, got out in 33. Starting 
out on the round, 4, 4, 3, Gene 
had taken a 6 on the fifth hole and 
figured that he had about thrown away 
his chance. But after playing rather 
badly up to the sixth green, he got 
down a good putt for a par 4. Then 
on the short seventh he holed another 
long one for a birdie 2, and from then 
on he went like a house afire. He 
came home in 35 for a total of 68, 
which enabled him to nose:out Jones 
and Black by a single stroke. 

There have been few championships 
where more excitement attended the 


finish. Sarazen’s victory marked the 
first for the young school of players 
who have really come forward since 
the war period. Later on in the sea- 
son he also won the Professional Golf- 
ers’ association championship, giviag 
him a record of two national cham- 
pionships in one and the same year. 

The years of 1923 and 1924 were 
both lean ones for me. I finished in 
the money in the open championship 
at Inwood, where Bobby Jones won 
the title after a play- off with Bobby 
Cruickshank, and in 1924 I was the 
runner-up to Hagen in the Profes- 
sional Golfers association “champion- 
ship, making two times that I had 
finished ‘second and two that I had 
won this event. In the 1924 opea 
I did not get a chance to play, ow- 
ing to a mixup in getting my entry in, 
A plan of having the Professional Golf- 
ers’ association handle the details of 
the sectional qualifying rounds was 
adopted by the United States Golf as- 
sociation. There was a_ misunder- 
standing as to where my entry was to 
be sent, and I supposed it was in un- 
til the date for closing the entries 
came around, and I was then inform- 
ed that nothing could be done about 
it, although the United States Golf 
association was willing to have it ac- 
cepted several days before the date 
set for the qualifying rounds. 

Both years I went back again to 
try at the British title. In 1923 the 
delegation included Hagen, Sarazen, 
MacDonald, Smith, Joe Kirkwood, 
Leo Diegel and Johnny Farrell. The 
championship that year was played at 
Troon, and the weather for the quali- 
fying rounds was especially trying, 
rain being accompanied by a driving 
wind a part of the time. I missed 
qualifying by a single stroke, as did 
Sarazen. Hagen just barely got in, 
his score being the top figure that 
passed. Then he came back strong 
and missed tying Havers, who won 
the tournament, by a single stroke. It 
was a battle to the very last green. 

The next year Hagen, Smith and 
I went back for the championship at 
Hoylake, and Walter regained the ti- 
tle, beating out Whitcombe by a 
stroke. Smith was third, and I fin- 
ished in a tie for ninth place.

BOMBING OF PEKIN 


Pekin, April ee to the for- 
eign legation quarter and to,foreigners 
living in Pekin through the continued 
bombing of the city by Chinese air- 
planes has led the diplomatic corps 
to consider a new -note of protest to 
the Chinese foreign office. 

For the last three days bombs have 
been dropped on the north China cap- 
ital from planes of the three allied 
genetals seeking to drive the Kuomin- 
chun or national people’s army from 
Pekin. While most of the bombs thus 
far have fallen in outlying districts 
where no foreigners live, there have 
been several flights directly over the 
legation quarter, and this has caused 
considerable alarm on the part of the 
foreigners. 

Monday's raids by the bombing 
planes resulted in the dropping of sis 
bombs in the southern’ section of 
Pekin. No serious damage resulted, al- 
though sé@veral buildings had _ been 
demolished in earlier raids. The 
Kuominchun |has ordered four air- 
planes to Pekin from Kalgan, 125 
miles to the northwest, and will send 
them to Tien-Tsin to aid in the de- 
fense of that city against the planes 
of the allied generals. 

The alarm in the foreign section has 
grown steadily in the last 24 hours. 
The legation quarter has become 
crowded with Chinese who have per- 
suaded friends there to quarter them 
until the crisis is over. The Chinese 
always seek refuge in the legation 
quarter during such periods of sus- 
pense, as they feel that this section 
of the city would be free from looting 
and disorder if serious trouble de- 
veloped.

“Tt has been a positive tonie in pa- 
triotism to see these brave men who 
threw themselves forward on the bat- 
tle front humbly and unselfishly hold- 
ing back for nearly three decades 
while the heroes of other wars have 
been bountifully provided for by this 
government.” 

Upshaw said the nation’s greatest 
asset from the Spanish-American war 
was not the acquisition of vast new 
territory, but the birth of “a great 
new national fellowship,” through the 
sons of the blue and gray fighting side 
by side.

In the dark, chill Leurs that fol- 
tow on the heels of midnight, a trig- 
ger was sprung this morning in far- 
off Connecticut state priso. with 
death waiting at the end of a hempen 
Tope. 

And at the ghastly snap of the 
fatal whip, the soul of a lonely man 
went faring forth into the darkness of 
the night to solve the mysteries of the 
universe and to tread the path that 
leads to “God's great judgment seat.” 

The soul was the soul of Gerald 
Chapman, who stirred an imaginative 
nation to intense interest at his dar- 
ing and resourcefulness at crime. 
While a score of cities and states in 
which Chapman's tragic life story un- 
folded itself in a maze of transgres- 
sions against the Jaws of society 
watched proceedings closely, ~ none 
waited with keener intentness for 
news of the death that for months past 
had been creeping slowly, surely, re- 
lentlessly upon the “super-bandit,” 
than did Atlanta and Georgia. 

At Atlanta's federal prison, Chap- 
man served a number of months as a 
prisoner; from it he escaped after one 
of his most thrilling criminal accom- 
plishments; in Athens his genius 
proved great enough to agzin elude 
pursuit, and after being recaptured a 
second time in a wounded and weak- 


ened condition, he again escaped from |

flashing over the wires, the writer 
contrasted the picture of calm despera- 
tion news dispatches paintel of a

by his last glimpse of Chapman in the 
federal prison here Jeseé than two 
years ago. 

Qn a casual visit to the great peni- 
tentiary in line of reportorial duty, he 
Was standing in one of the long cor- 
ridors near the warden’s office, when 
Chapman passed close by—not as 
other prisoners, who filed by in hun- 
dreds with one or two guards over 
them and steel bars and stone walls 
all about; but between two guards 
who were armed to the teeth and who 
watched his every movement. 

Prison officials had learned through 
his three daring escapes in Georgia 
that Chpaman fully deserved his repu- 
tation as America’s master criminal. 
and they were taking no chances. I 
understood at that time 
movement Chapman made 
that every person who came near him 
Was under closest surveillance. 

Man of Silence. 
. Not that many people came near 
Chapman, for his was a state of splen- 
did isolation—after a fashion—in the 
prison here just as in the Connecti- 
eut prison, where no friend or rela- 
tives spoke a word or®moved a hand 
to divert his active thoughts from the 
heart-breaking progress of the clock 
as death drew ever nearer and near- 
er. Among his fellow prisoners, he 
bore the reputation of being a man 
of silence; seeking no counsel and of- 
fering none; never bidding for sym- 
pathy and never unbending in the 
stern attitude he adopted toward the 
world—a lone fighter and a lone loser. 

Once the writer talked with a prison- 
ee who probably knew Chapman more 
intimately—though the word is pal- 
pably inappropriate—than anyone else 
during the long months he spent be- 
hind the bars here. This man 
summed up Chapman's character when 
he said: “Jf you asked Chapman a 
direct question that didn’t involve his 
private affairs, he might answer. 
Otherwise you could surely count on 
silence.” 

When I last saw hith walking with 
head high and the ghost of a satirical 
smile plaving about his rather cynical 
mouth, Chapman presented a far dif- 
ferent appearance than when he went 
to his death in bitter desperation— 
still unafraid. 

Then it was plain that he was still 
unbeaten at the game of crime; that 
he looked with contempt upon the 
man who sought to bar his freedom 
with guns and bars of steel and walls 
of granite. His step was light; his 
bearing was one of confidence. 

Only for a few brief moments was 
he in plain view under the yellow 
electric lights in the corridor. Then 
he turned a corner and was swallowed 
up in the half gloom of the big prison. 
But the brief interval was enough 
to convince me that Gerald Chapman 
then did not dream of the rope that 
would take his life nor of the terrible 
moments he would spend on the plat-

In proof of this statement is the 
fact that Chapman was even then 
planning a fourth escape in Georgia— 
the second from the federal prison. 
When officials of the penitentiary 
here searched him prior to sending 
him to Connecticut, an improvised 
handcuff key was found secreted in 
his clothing. The implement with 
which he was to make another dash 
for freedom and with which he hoped 
to elude death was made from a rivet 
of a paper box while the famous gang 
leader was kept in isolation follow- 
ing his capture in Muncie, Ind. 

Chapman's escape from the federal 
penitentiary, where he was serving 
a 25-year term for the robbery of a 
New York mail truck in which his 
friend and confidant, George (Dutch) 
Anderson also was convicted, and his 
memorable gun-fight in a woods near 
Athens and later his sensational es- 
cape from the St. Mary’s hospital, 
were recalled here by thousands as 
the bandit paid the penalty for his 
crimes, 

The king of bandits arrived at the 
prison in August, 1922, after futile 
appeals of his case to the highest 
courts in the country. For a time he 
was a model prisoner, but those few 
months were spent in «. minute study 
of the situation, and on the morning 
of March 27, 1923, he and Frank 
Gray, a fellow prisoner, armed to the 
teeth, began their march to freedom. 
The whole prison suddenly went dark ; 
guards ran hither and thither trying 
to find the trouble, but one of the 
hig electric wires running near a little 
hut in the tuberculosis camp in the

Chapman and his pal changed 
clothes quickly, discarding the prison 
garb for less conspicuous garments. 
Even then they heard ringing in their 
ears the gongs which would start 
machinery of the government in an 
effort to retake them. 

They passed near the home of W. 
H. Kdwards, a resident of the Lake- 
wood Heights section. At the point 
of a pistol, supplied by confederates 
on the outside, they forced him to 
drive them in his automobile to the 
heart of Atlanta. The three men were 
not suspected because Edwards was 
widely known for his honesty. They 
all took seats together and the men- 
acing pistol reminded Edwards to 
sound no alarm, 

When they got to the city, Edwards 
was dismissed and the fugitives found 
a taxi-driver. Thrusting a $1,000 bill 
at him, they told him if he got them 


They boarded a freight 
and were spotted, An alarm was 
sounded, They abandoned the freight 
just outside of Athens,

Three days after this a posse came 
upon Chapman and Gray hiding in 
a woods. A gun battle ensued. Gray 
soon weakened, waved .he white flag 
and was taken. Chapman elected to 
shoot it out. He was wounded, pre- 
sumably mortally. Rushed to, the St. 
Mary's hospital, he made a daring 
“death bed’’ escape. 

He was captured in Muncie, Ind., 
and returned to the Atlanta prison 
January 22, 1925, but this was after 
the murder of the New Britain offi- 
cer. Chapman was accused, and when 
die was summoned to begin again the 
journey to the east, his last on é@arth 
—a search of his clothing revealed 
the handcuff. key. 

(‘hapman escaped in March, 1923, 
by scaling the walls of the prison, and 
on the morning of December 30, 1925, 
Anderson, his confederate and confi- 


dant, escaped by tunneling under the; 


Wallis. Gray is now at the prison, 
serving his term and has about 11 
months left. Anderson was slain sev- 
eral months ago in a gun-fight with 
officers when he attempted to pull 
another job near the same place in 
which Chapman fell again in the 
toils of government agents.

For with new crops 
seven cents under last year the pros- 
pective increase in the carry-over can 
exert little further pressure against 
the price level.

At 
least the accumulation seems to be 
mainly in the future. Cautious buy- 
ing is the rule, but it is not new and 
deserves no more than the usual con 
sideration, for cautious buying means 
steady buying and the price is made 
by the total volume and not by the 
size of each parcel.

By Another Row 
On Barber Bill 


Another outbreak of the negro bar- 
her ordinance row, now tied up in 
injunction proceedings in Fulton su- 
perior courts, was staged Monday aft- 
ernoon in council when an amendment 
calling for opening of barber shops 
“not earlier than 5:30 o'clock in the 


mornings with the exception of Sun- 
days, when they will not open at all,” 
was sought. The paper was passed aft- 
er heated debate in -which several 
members of council declared the pub- 
lic was denied a right to be heard 
on the original bill. 

Councilman D. W. Adams, of the 
°th, introduced the amendment, de- 
claring in a lengthy resolution that 
the barber bill was passed by coun- 
cil in the “best interests of public mor- 
als and publie peace.’’ 

The original bill provides that ne- 
gro barbers shall not serve white 
women or children un@er 14 years of 
age and that all barber shops shall 
close at 7 o'clock on week: nights 
with the exeeption of Saturday, when 
they may remain open until 9 o'clock. 
It failed, however, to provide an open- 
ing time, and it has been pointed out 
that barbers could close and then re- 
open their shops again immediately 
without violating tbe original ordi- 
nance. The amendment is to prevent 
this, and was asked at the suggestion 
of City Attorney James L. Mayson, 
sponsors pointed out. 

Several weeks ago, an Atlanta civic 
organization enjoined the ordinance as 
a restraint of trade, undemocratic and 
unconstitutional, and it is now tied 
up in superior court. 

Councilman Horace Russell, of the 
ninth, attacked the amendment = and 
the original bill. A motion to refer it 
to the ordinance committee was lost. 
He declared that the publie was en- 
titled to a hearing, which had been 
denied by what was termed a “com- 
promise agreement.”
